A mile down the water has a pres­ 
sure of a ton on every square inch. 
If a box six feet deep were filled with 
sea water and allowed to evaporate, 
there would be two inches of salt left 
on the bottom of the box. Taking 
the average depth of the oceans of 
the world to lie three miles, there 
would lie a layer of salt of 230 feet 
thick over the entire lied should the 
water evaporate. The water ol the 
ocean is colder at the bottom than 
ii 11 he surface. 
I a many places, espe­ 
cially in the bays on the coast of 
Norway, the water freezes at the bot­ 
tom before it does above. 
Waves are very deceptive. To look 
at them in a storm one would think 
♦ he whole water traveled. The water 
stays in the same place, but the mo­ 
tion goes on. Sometimes in storms 
these waves are forty feet high, and 
travel fifty miles tier hour—nearly 
twice as fast as the nee teat steamship. 
The base of a wave—the distance 
from valley to vallej* on either side 
at Ute bottom—is genera lly reckoned 
a t being fifteen time* tile height, 
therefore an average wave, say one 
twenty five feet high, has a base ex­ 
tending over 375 feet. The force of 
waves breaking on the shore is said 
to be seventeen ton* to the square 
yard,—8t.

I hen I went liaek into the smoke and fire 
again and found a young lady—Miss Mary 
Trncey, they tell m elt was—ami as I caught 
hold oi lier wrists to lilt her up the flesh 
came of her burning hands.

I got her out. but she was dead. 
Dr. Ruth, at the solicitation o f friends, 
visited the undertaker's establishment and 
identified Miss Tracey. 
He made a humeri 
examination and found she had died from 
suffocation. Mr*. Tracey wa* found to have 
died from rupture ot blood vessel*. 
A gen­ 
tleman who *a\v the lire said never in his 
life did he see or hear of such a sight. 
“ It seemed,” he said, “as though hell hrd 
broken loose and sent its fiery tongue to 
earth. The whole building seemed one 
seething mass of flames,bursting from every 
jsiint. Stream follower! scream, each one 
more horrible and blood-curdling than the 
other, from the interior of the building. 
Only a few people were passing at the time, 
ami they seemed bewildererd. The engines 
soon arrived.

BROKER ARRESTED, 


Broker Pell, in Default of 
Bondsmen, Now Beposes in 
Ludlow Street JaiL 


He is Charged With Embezzle­ 
ment and Misappropria­ 
tion of Funds. 


N ew Y ork, Special.—George H. Pell, the 
broker who was arrested for the part he 
took in disposing of the gil-tedged securities 
of the Sixth National bauk, wa* taken be- 
'fore United States Commissioner Shields to­ 
day and held in $25,(00 bail for examina­ 
tion on Thursday next. 
Being unable to 
procure bondsmen he wu* committed to 
jail. 
About 0 o’cock President Claasen ap­ 
peared lie fore the United States commis­ 
sioner with his counsel, and the warrant 
charging him with embezzlement and mis­ 
appropriation of funds was read to him. 
It 
was 
arranged 
that 
Mr. (Taasen’s 
examination 
should 
take 
place 
at IO a. rn. to-morrow, and meanwhile he 
was paroled in custody of two deputy 
marshals and hts counsel in accordance 
with an arrangement made in advance that 
ifClaasen would give him self up lie should 
not be put in jail to-night. 
President 
Cl aa sen made a statement to-day to the 
public. 
He denies that he was a member of 
the syndicate which purchased the control 
of the Sixth National hank, or that he had 
ever met ex-President Leland until the sale 
was completed. 
He claims that it was at 
the suggestion of ( 'ashier Colson, and with 
the consent of tile board of directors, that 
he arranged to sell the $650,000 in bonds 
held by the hank. and that it wa# for the 
purpose of providing more available cash, 
so that the discount business might be in­ 
creased, that 
this step was decided upon. 
He denied that any of the funds of the bank 
were used by the syndicate to pay for Ice­ 
land’* stock, and claims that had the bank 
examiner not refused to accept the certified 
checks offered by Pell there would have 
been no trouble.

The cave came up on an application fora 
w rit of habeas corpus, m ade by Samuel D. 
: Davis, who i» in jail in Idaho, having been 
sentenced for unlaw fully taking the pre­ 
scribed test oath when he was a m em ber of 
the M ormon chun h. 
The court denir* the: 
i application for a writ ot habeas corpus, 
holding that polygam y is a crime and that 
the constitutional provision guaranteeing 
I freedom of religion is nut intended to pre­ 
vent punishm ent of any person who in tfio 
j name of religion commit* a primo in tho 
' eyes of the law. The court in its opinion 
says; 
Bigamy and polygam y are crimes bv the 
law* of the United State* and of Idaho, 
They tend to destroy the purity of the m ar­ 
riage relations, to disturb the peace of 
families, to degrade women and to debase 
men. 
Few crimes arc more pernicious to 
Iw*>t interests of society ami receive 
more general or more deserved punishm ent. 
To t all their advocacy a tenet of religion is 
to offend the comm on sense of m ankind. 
To extend exem ption from punishm ent for 
such crimes would be to shock Hie moral 
judgm ent of the community 
It is assumed j 
try counsel of the j»etitionef that because no 
mode of worship can he established by law 
or religious tenet# enforced in this country, j 
therefore any form of worship may be fol­ 
lowed and any tenets, however destructive 
of society, may be held and advocated, if 
asserted to Im* a part of th e religious doc- ! 
tripes of those adv footing and practicing 
them. 
B itt’nothing is rijrther from the 
truth. 
W hile legislation for the establish­ 
ment of a religion is forbidden, and its free 
exercise perm itted, it does not follow that 
everything which may !>e so called can be 
tolerated.

Built a little over thirty 
years ago in the city from which she 
took her name, the Brooklyn began 
her career under Farragut as her 
captain. She made a tine record in 
the civil war, including pot only 
plenty of blockading, but participa­ 
tion in many ot the great naval bat­ 
tles, am ong them the engagement 
with Forts Jackson and St. Philip, 
the fight in Mobile bay and the bom­ 
bardment of Fort Fisher, 
In these battles she was conspicu­ 
ous for close work with the enemy. 
At the great Mississippi river fight 
she was rammed by the Confederate 
armorclad Manassas, but escaped 
without 
injury, and immediately 
drove the barbette gunners from Fort 
St. Philip by her tremendous fire. 
She was the flagship ot the squadron 
th at went further up the river and 
received 
the surrender of Baton 
Bouge and Natchez. 
At Fort Fisher 
she led the first line of vessels in the 
second and successful attack, and in 
the earlier operations had set a good 
example to some smaller vessels. 
Now she meets the fate of many an­ 
other relic of the war, but fortunate­ 
ly' the still more renowned Hartford 
and Kearsarge remain.—New York 
Times.
